FLDDDED CHINA 


Japs Turned Out 54 Billions 


In U. S. Dollar Value 


B r Tb« A n w lttM l Pre**. 
TOKYO, Oct. 16—Printing presses 
backed by Japanese bayonets de­ 
luged Cbina with now-worthless 
currency addin* up to aibout 54 bil­ 
lion U. S. dollars In face value, the 
Tokyo newspaper A*sahl eald today. 
The figure was the first to be 
published indicating the degree of 
financial plundering of Japanese- 
occupied territories by Nipponese 
militarists. It was diclosed by the 
newspaper in its demands on the 
imperial government to curb infla­ 
tion. 
Notes totaling four billion yuan 
were Issued by the Central Reserve 
bank of China, financial agency 
backed by the Japanese militarists, 
the newspaper said. 
This sum. at the official rate of 
five yuan to one yen, equaled 800 
billion yen, or nearly 20 times the 
wartime homeland note output of 
the Bank of Japan, which contri­ 
buted much to Inflation in Nippon. 
The actual plundering implied by 
the size of the China -bank's note 
issue must be double to evaluate 
the total of militaristic financial 
profits. When the notes first were 
issued, they were discounted arbi­ 
trarily at one for two former Chin­ 
ese yuan. 
The notes probably are the larg­ 
est, 4mt no means the sole part, 
of 
worthless 
wartime 
currency 
which the Japanese issued without 
a single ounce of gold backing. 
In each newly-conquered area, 
the value of existing currency au­ 
tomatically was halved when the 
militarists’ notes began circulating. 
The war lords printed occupation 
money before 
landings and 
en­ 
forced their circulation with the 
threat of arms.

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CONGRESS HEARS 
THAT U.S. HAS NO 
ATOM DEFENSES 


Science And Army Disagree 


With Navy’s Report On 


Protective Means 


Bv Thf Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON. Oct. 16—Science 
and the army teamed up Monday 
to tell congress there is no defense 
against the atomic bomb except 
the defenses that work on other 
softs of bombing. 
At the same time, President Tru­ 
man nominated MaJ. Gen. Leslie 
R. Groves, over-all director in the 
development of the terrible new 
weapon, to be assistant to the 
army chief of engineers. 
That shift was taken to show 
the emphasis the army proposes 
to put on nuclear energy weapons. 
Gen. Groves will succeed Brig. Gen. 
John J. Kingman. 
Gen. Groves also was named for 
promotion to bridagier general on 
a permanent basis. His present 
rank as a major general Is tem 
porary. 
The testimony on lack of any 
special 
defense 
against 
atomic 
bombs came from Secretary of 
War Patterson and Dr. Vannevar 
Bush, head of the office of scien­ 
tific 
research 
and 
development. 
Both testified before a joint mili- 
tary-commerce 
subcommittee 
of 
the senate, which is considering 
legislation to set up a national 
scientific foundation. 
Mr. Patterson said there is no 
known defense “peculiarly effec 
th e against the atomic bomb". 
The scientist who worked on its 
development said “there is, in ray 
opinion, no trick way of getting 
rid of the atomic bomb—because 
It is an atomic bomb’’. 
Their testimony differed from a 
report of the bouse naval com 
mlttee, which said there were “in­ 
dications that in an effective coun­ 
termeasure to atomic bombs has 
been developed to such an extent 
that they can be exploded far short 
of their objectives”. 
Tn the midst, at the disagreement, 
the house military committee in­ 
dicated that it may change its 
mind 
and 
reopen 
hearings 
on 
atomic energy. These had been 
closed after one day of testimony.'
